hw Excellency to confider, that the Canton found them- 

felves in fuch Dangerous Confequences, either of being 
environ'd Ly one fingle Fotontate, or from the War that 
was come round them, that thy could not think it pru- 
dent to part with their Men and weaken their Military 

Force: That befides they could not confent to the raifing 

of 4 Regiment demanded by the King in virtue of the 

Alliance, becaufe fuch a Levy could not be granted but 

by the common Confent of the Helvetick Body. This 

Anfwer was deliver'd the fame Night to the Cheya- 

lier de Lumage, who was diffatisfied with it, and 

let fall {ome angry Words about it ; however, he was 
fplendidly treated at the publick Charge. | 

The fame day, the Canton of Friburg debated 
whether they fhould furnith the Levies defir'd by the 

Envoy of Savoy, in virtue of the Alliance between 
his Mafter ard them; and notwithftanding all the 

Oppofition made by the Partifans of France, refolv’d 

to grant his Royal Highnefs’s Demand; but not to 

ife Men publickly, till after the General Diet that 
is to meet at Baden the 15th or 17th of this Month 
is broken up. And,if while that Diet is fitting,France 
yields to a Neutrality for Savoy, the Troops of this 

Canton will be employ'd only in guarding Savoy ; 
bur if the Neutrality is refus’d, thofe Troops are to 

— whereever his Royal Highnefs will employ 

em.

Ambaffador of France will thortly be conducted from 
Coni ro Nice, in order to be exchang’d for-the Count 
de Vernon, who is fuppos'd to be on the Road from 
Paris; this Exchange will be made at. the River 
Varro which feparates Provence from Piemont. They 
write from Rome, that the Abbor Sardini is put un- 


der Confinement there ; He was kere 14 Months and 


refided in the Palace Trucchi, during which time he 
labour'd to compofe the Differences between this 
Court and that of Rome, and went from hence two 


days after the War was declar’d, leaving us Hopes, 


of an Accommodation ; But the Congregation to 
whom the Management of this Affair is committed, 
difapprove all the Steps taken by him in his Nego- 
ciation with our Court ; which ‘tis generally fup- 
poet proceeds from their Difaffection to his Royal 

ighnefs. The Regiment of Taf and fome others, 
that were at Maferrano are gone towards Cefia and 
Cafano,where meeting a Detachment of 1500 French 
Foor, they fell upon them and rputed them, killing 
many of them. The Town of Cefia, which is in the 
Territory of Milan, will be forc’d to pay great Con- 
tributions. "Tis currently reported here, that the 
Prince of Maferanno has made over his Principality 
to the French, on certain Conditions, and that he is 
retir'd to Varallo. His Principality is a Fief of the 
Church. By feveral Couriers from Nice, we learn 
the French defign to attack that Place by Sea and 
Land ; whereupon his Royal Highnefs has order’d a 
Detachment to march thither from Coni, befides 
16 Companies of German Foot who are marching thi- 
ther to reinforce that Garrifon. The Imperialifts 
have pillag’d and burnt .Tongen in the Montferrar, 
becaufe the Inhabitants refus’d to pay Contribu- 
tions.
